5. Orn you sive ony inform=tion about ncte of violence committed 
mninst yoursolf or otherr, witroarod by yourself? 


Round about tho second half of 1944 I loft Pokalonean. I did not went 

to work for the Jovencec; but the Aesiestant-—Burgomaster at Poknloncan 
seid thet I would have to work for ndovt 6 months, and trat I would 

ve imprisoncd if I continued to refuse. Thereupon about 300 of us 

were taken to Tandjon- Priok, where wo stayod for cbout 14 days, and thon 
wero put aboard a ship ond token to Singnporo, <Aftor spending 14 drys 
et Singepore, we wont to Poelm Damar. At Poolau Demar the food was very 
bed, Thoro were mrny sick sufforing, especially, fron dysontery and 
dori-bori; but no caro wns token becouse thore wore no medicines, Of tho 
250 mon with whom we arrived nt Poolou Damer, 75 returnod to Singapore 
efter the enpitulntion of Jnpnn, The remainder oither died or escaped 
in those deys, Tho work was excoodinzly honvy. I mysolf wns, foroman 
end heve hod meny beatings whon my men were too werk to work, In 
perticular the Japnnese soldier jsimoto beat a lot with his fist, and 
with o banboo stick, I romomber that a cortain Radjoeki was buricd alive 
on orders from this Asimoto. This took place as follows: in 19465 
ebout two months before the Ranedan, (Tr, Note: Ninth month of 
Mohammedan yeor with rigic fastinz in all dayliczht hours), a cortain 
Redjooki, who got too many beatings ond too little food, ran away. 

About this tine 14 pice wercastolen from the cemp, A Chinese was sus- 
pected of this theft, broucht into tho crmp rnd moaltroated by Asimoto 
until ho was helf dead; still ho did not confess, After Redjocki hnd 
beon awny for ndout 14 days, he was coucht ot somo distance from the 

ermp in a wood vhere ho was lizhtine a fire to cook food. Ho was takon 
prisoner by the Jmpcneso end brousht to the Japenese office. Thoro 
Asimoto nccused him of stcaliny the pigs. Radjooki doniod harine hed 
mytcing to do vith this, Thereupon ho was tiod with ie hands on his 
back to a rubbor tree and thrashed by Asimoto with the handle of a 
'ontjol'! (Tr. Note: native spade). Redjooki romained bound for 3 days 
eed nichts durin, which time he was maltroated at rezvlor intorvals, 

--11 this timo he received neithor food nor drink, The maltroatmont was 
olwoye moninistored by Asimoto hinself. Tho third day towards 7 o'clock 
in the evonine Radjooki was unbound, I found mysol# in the vicinity ond 
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sew thet the tendons of his olbows and knees had been cut throuch so 
that Rad jooki could no loner move his limbs, 1 saw that ho wre 
bloedinz profusoly. When I hed roturnod to ny barrack, foromen 
Doorrchann with 5 men wos called to tho offico, They were Mohd, Irian, 
Srehnnad, Dnoon, Nasoom and Ichwon, The same ovening round about ton 
o'clock, those men ermo home and told me what had happened, When they 
had apponrod ot the offico, Asinoto ordered thom to bury Redjoecki. 
Since Radjocki wns still alive trcy »rotestod, wheroupon Asimeto 
bocrmo furious nnd threatened them that thoy vould all be buried if 
they did not obey, Thoreupon thoy took Redjooki to the burying-place 
about I km. awny from the crm, (he wae thon still relive) end buried 
hin there,
